- Ryerson Press publishes a little booklet called 
^'Marked for Tragedy," which gives the tragic 
family history of three generations of an 
American family suffering from syphilis. The 
story appeared in the United States two years 
ago uhder the title ''Twenty Years After" It 
was 20 years after the Great war, during which 
the third generation was infected, just as the 
previous two had been in the Civil war and lh-2 
Spanish-American war. The' booklet is timely, 
and if .copies of it could only reach every soldier 
in this war it might save thousands of family 
tragedies. It may be obtained from the Ryerscn 

Press, Toronto, at 25 cents a copy. 

It is brought to a close with an article by Dr. 
Gordon Bates, director of the Health League of 
Canada, reprinted from "Health," in which he 
states that since 1920 half a million Canadians 
have been brought under treatment for venereal 
disease as the result of a vigorous dominion- 
provincial campaign. 'The result of these fac- 
tors and advances in treatment is that venereal 
disease so far at least has not been as serious a 
matter in the present war as in the 1914-1913 
conflict. Yet the authorities are talcing no 
chances lest war is followed by its usual result 
— an increase in venereal disease incidence/' An 
editor's note adds: "Latest reports from reliable- 
sources state that the venereal diseases are on 
the increase with alarming rapidity."
